This 128-page opus, labori­ 
ously prepared over a three- 
year period by a “special 
consultative” 
committee 
of 
the Organization of American 
States, is a masterpiece of 
banality, serving—if anything 
—to bolster Latins’ naivete in 
the face of wholesale, Castro- 
inspired revolutions, planned 
and under way. 
The OAS report was first pub­ 
lished by that organization ap­ 
parently 
for 
Latin 
American 
consumption. 
Less than 65,000 
copies were distributed for South 
America’s 140 million citizens. 
It didn’t exactly shock them into 
action. 
But why did a Senate commit­ 
tee reprint the “ study” ? Adding 
to the confusion is a glowing in­ 
troduction by Sen. Thomas J. 
Dodd, 
D-Conn., 
subcommittee 
vice chairman, who cites the 
OAS report as an “ expose” of 
international communism. 
Here are some of the earth- 
shaking observations in the OAS 
report: 
“ Lacking sufficient numerical 
strength and without Soviet and 
C h i n e s e Communist military 
forces

hemisphere to give them sup­ 
port, the Communists are dan­ 
gerous only to the extent that 
they usurp the strength of oth­ 
ers . . 
(What about the legions of 
Russians and Chinese in Cuba?

“ The Communist parties of 
America are

directives from Moscow.”

“ Communism employs vari­ 
ous . . . trickeries, conceals the 
truth (and) its final objective is 
to dominate the world.

The OAS experts casually

The Senate scholarship plan,

ed to average $500 each to about 
140,000 needy students in the 
first year. 


The student aid section of the 
bill, which includes about half 
the money, also provides for 
insured reduced-interest private 
loans and for a work-study pro­ 
gram to enable students to earn 
money for their education.

Yolanda Apostoli, Partner Open 
New Restaurant In Corte Madera 


The Corte Madera restaurant 
of Yolanda Apostoli and her as­ 
sociate Philippa Denning-Kemp 
opened this week at 510 Tamal- 
pais Drive in the Park Madera 
Center, and is on a seven-day- 
a-week schedule until it can be 
determined what should be the 
closing day. 
Yo’s Den, as it is called, is 
where Lucchesi’s used to be, but 
the place has been completely 
done over and changed so you 
won’t recognize it. As you might 
surmise from Yolanda’s previ­ 
ous operation at the Embers, 
the menu has her specialty veal 
Paradisa, as well as veal scal- 
lopini, homemade ravioli and 
other such dishes. Its servings 
are, 
in 
fact, 
Italian—family 
style. 
Yolanda shares kitchen respon­ 
sibilities with Joe Moyle, and 
b e t w e e n the two of them 
you should come out well fed. 
This is Philippa’s first venture 
in the restaurant business, and 
it is worthy of note that two 
luscious redheads are going in 
the Park Madera Center at the 
same time. The other one be­ 
sides Philippa is June Costello, 
who is opening the Salon Moni­ 
que beauty salon (formerly Park 
Madera 
Beauty 
Salon i 
next 
Wednesday. 
Yo’s Den is open from 8 a.m. 
to 11:30 at night for breakfast, 
lunch and dinner. Sunday hours 
are from 3 to 9 p.m. for dinners 
only. 


THEY STILL need the micro­ 
phone at San Rafael Joe’s on 
Friday and Saturday nights, and 
on some other nights as well, to 
call out the names of diners 
waiting in line or in the cock­ 
tail lounge for tables. 


But usually the wait isn't long. 
Frequently you'll carry your 


second drink to the table with 
you, sometimes the first if you 
just sip. 
Year in, year out, Joe’s goes 
on doing a land office business 
in feeding Marinites Bumptious­ 
ly, in spite of weather, politics 
and other new restaurants that 
open. I can’t notice that much 
of anything causes the pace to 
slacken here—I doubt that it 
does. 
For one thing, the name San 
Rafael Joe’s suggests a place to 
be casual, and if you know your 
Marinites, this is bound to at­ 
tract the many who are all for 
dining out if it doesn’t involve 
making a dress occasion of it. 
Yet you can put on your best 
polish and not feel that it’s be­ 
ing wasted—it’s that kind of 
restaurant. 
It’s a place to order a filet 
mignon, lobster or plain spa­ 
ghetti—or you can settle down 
to one of Joe’s special salads 
and make almost a meal out of 
it. The fare is hearty and flavor- 
some, and the Rubini’s and 
Farinas expect you to enjoy the 
act of eating over and beyond 
the purely functional urge of 
taking on nourishment. 
I can honestly say that If 
someone asked me just how 
Joe’s should be changed I’d 
have to answer, “Let it alone— 
it doesn’t need anything.” If you 
don’t agree — well, there are 
other places in Marin. 
Newest member of the kitchen 
staff is Ernest, a cousin of 
Hector, who notes that he’s the 
only other Rubini in the county, 
outside of Hector’s immediate 


family. He’s from Buenos Aires. 
Young, Latin and good looking. 
Most popular entertainer that’s 
ever played in Joe’s cocktail 
ounge, I believe, is Jean Den­ 
ning, who’s there now. The 
organ bar is a continual attrac­ 
tion for many. There’s George 
who comes 
in nightly—often 
with a handful of bouquets for 
the ladies. And Doris, who is 
fond of singing English music 
hall ballads. Regulars will be 
sorry to learn that Doris is 
leaving the county to live with 
her daughter in Southern Cali­ 
fornia. 
Yes, Joe’s is a hometown 
place, where almost everyone 
knows someone else who comes 
there. 
If you’re new in Marin, it’s a 
good place to become acquaint­ 
ed.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Judge Speaks For Society 
Against Criminal's Rights 


For too long now. we have heard 
from bleeding hearts who seem more 
concerned with the rights of criminals 
than with the rights of society. 
It is refreshing to hear a rare voice 
come out in defense of the rights of 
policemen and the law abiding seg­ 
ment of society. 
Such a voice was raised this week 
by San Francisco Superior Court Judge 
Norman Elkington. He denounced the 
United States Justice Department for 
what he described as harassment of 
two patrolmen on an unwarranted 
charge of police brutality. 
The judge made the statement while 
sentencing Leonard Thompson. 42, to 
life in prison for the holdup robbery of 
a San Francisco physician and family 
last May 19. 
Thompson, an ex-convict who had 
spent most of his adult life behind 
bars, was cornered near the scene of 
his latest crime by Patrolmen Herman 
Clark and Arthur Gerrans. Thompson 
used a razor-sharp knife to lunge at 
Officer Gerrans. 
Instead of shooting, Officer Gerrans, 
with the help of Officer Clark, dis­ 
armed and handcuffed Thompson. 
The judge was “shocked" to learn 
a few days later that the two officers 
were under investigation by the Jus­ 
tice Department on a brutality com­ 


plaint lodged by convict Thompson. 
The judge defended the police of­ 
ficers’ use of force. 
“I am sure that Thompson was not 
handled gently by the officers.” said 
the judge. “To have done so under the 
circumstances would have been both 
suicidal and ridiculous.” 
“How should a policeman disarm a 
desperate criminal coming at him with 
a knife? Are there some sporting rules 
that he must follow such as allowing 
the assailant to draw first blood? 
“I think the Department of Justice 
might do better than humbling brave 
and faithful police officers every time 
some criminal calls foul. With the 
many other burdens imposed on po­ 
licemen in doing their duty, this addi­ 
tional blow to police morale is doing 
little for law enforcement or to com­ 
bat the growing crime wave in this 
country.” 
Too often, the courts and judicial 
decisions put police on the defensive 
by stressing the rights of criminals and 
ordering police to observe all the legal 
niceties that are supposed to guarantee 
human rights. 
It’s about time that the rights of so­ 
ciety get a little emphasis and the 
criminal put on notice «that force will 
be met with force.

One-W ay Toll 


A Good Idea 


Editor, Independent-Joumal: 
The writer has been advised 
that on Sept. 8. 1965, directors 
of the Golden Gate Bridge and 
Highway 
District 
will 
again 
discuss a proposal that bridge 
users pay a double toll when 
going in one direction and none 
in the opposite direction. 
In November, 1963, Arthur 
C. Jenkins stated in his report 
to the board, one-way toll col­ 
lections would be legal. 
Collection of round trip 50- 
cent fares or two commute 
tickets from northbound cars 
should be given actual investi­ 
gation by trial. Of course the 
object of collecting two fares 
from northbound traffic would 
be the elimination of collecting 
tolls or stopping cars moving 
in a southerly direction at toll 
gates. 
All tolls are now collected 
from left or drivers’ side of 
cars which 
has 
speeded up 
traffic on the bridge and also 
eliminated much congestion at 
those toll gates which formerly 
collected fares on the right 
hand side of traffic. 
Is it not reasonable to believe 
the collection of 
round trip 
fares would also speed up traf­ 
fic especially southbound Ma­ 
rin County commuter traffic 
by not stopping at bridge toll 
gates.

WASHINGTON—This is the 
ideal time for President John­ 
son to do everything in his 
power to encourage the Soviets 
to join the U.S. in the manned 
flight to the moon. 
American and Soviet space 
achievements are about even. 
No one 
can be 
sure who's 
ahead. 
Moscow 
is becoming 
more 
modest in 
its claims. 
With 
astronauts Cooper and 
Conrad safely back from their 
eight-day 
record 
flight, 
the 
U.S. target date of 1969 for 
putting a man on the moon is 
realistic. 
Moscow has no reason to 
feel that our willingness to 
make the exploration of outer 
space a joint enterprise re­ 
flects backwardness in our own 
program. There was nothing 
backward about Gemini 5. 
There is another huge divi­ 
dend which would come to both 
sides if the Kremlin could be 
persuaded to make outer space 
the forum of total cooperation 
rather than total competition. 
That would be to end the peril­ 
ous extension of the arm s race 
into space. Both sides are do­ 
ing because there is no assur­ 
ance that the other isn’t. 


THIS 
IS 
WHY 
President 
Johnson 
is acting wisely in 
doing three things: 
In inviting observers from 
the Soviet Academy of Scien­ 
ces to come to the U. S. to be 
present at the flight of Gemini 
6 in October. 
In assuring the Soviets that, 
while the Air Force will launch 
a manned orbiting laboratory, 
the U. S. will not put nuclear 
weapons into outer space. ( But 
at this stage there is, no way 
for either Russia or America 
to establish that the other side 
is not orbiting nuclear weap­ 
ons. This would require a de­ 
gree of mutual I n s p e c t i o n 
which Moscow has never come 


near to accepting.) 
And finally, the President is 
again demonstrating that he 
is more than willing to pool 
our resources in outer space. 
“ I would repeat and renew,” 
he said, “ this country’s invita­ 
tion to all nations to join to­ 
gether to make this adventure 
a joint adventure.” 
The Soviets may never ac­ 
cept any of these invitations 
for cooperation. But it shows 
the whole world that it is our 
deep desire not to extend the 
conflicts of the cold war to 
outer space. 


OBVIOUSLY, 
the 
easiest 
gesture by which the Soviets 
could signal some interest in 
“ joint adventure” would be to 
come to see Gemini 6. But ac­ 
ceptance, while welcome, 
is 
i m p r o b a b l e . Two reasons: 
they don’t want to have to ad­ 
mit so openly that they would 
not extend a reciprocal invita­ 
tion to U. S. observers; they 
don’t want the outside world to 
see at first-hand how deeply 
the military is embedded into 
their space program. 
Not until 1961, when Con­ 
gress approved President Ken­ 
nedy’s proposal that we make 
a manned lunar flight a na­ 
tional 
commitment, 
did 
the 
U. S. start to do what was 
needed to make sure that the 
Soviets 
would 
not 
dominate 
outer space. It has been a 
crash program and a costly 
program—but necessary. 
Space is a resource to be 
kept open and to be kept free. 
Our objective is not to deny 
outer space to any nation, but 
to make sure that no nation 
can denv it to the U.S. 
OUTER SPACE ought to be­ 
long to all mankind and noth­ 
ing would insure it more than 
for the U.S.A. and the USSR 
to make it the “ joint adven­ 
ture” the president envisions.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
218th signature — the last one 
needed—was placed today on a 
petition to force to the House 
floor a bill that would let Wash­ 
ington’s citizens elect their own 
officials. 


The final signer was Rep. 
George E. Shipley, D-Ill. His 
signature brought the number 
on the petition to a majority of 
the House. It also served to 
freeze the list so that any sign­ 
ers could no longer remove 
their names from the petition. 


The petition, aimed at giving 
the capital city home rule for 
the first time since 1874, was 
completed shortly 
after 
the 
House met at noon. 


The Senate-passed bill now 
can reach the House floor Sept. 
27. 
But even before it can get 
there, 
the 
House 
will 
be 
presented with a competing bill 
that would give most of the cap­ 
ital back to the State of Mary­ 
land. 
The fight over “ home rule” 
for the District of Columbia took 
this dramatic turn yesterday as 
President Johnson and Demo­ 
cratic leaders pulled out the 
stops trying to line up House 
members to sign the discharge 
petition. 
They got 25 to sign, 6 of them 
from Johnson’s home state of 
Texas. At day’s end 217 names 
were on the petition, 1 short of 
the required majority of the 
House. 
In a countermove, the com­ 
mittee chairman, Rep. John L. 
McMillan, 
D-S.C., 
called 
a 
meeting and reported out 14 to 3 
a bill to cede most of the capital 
back to Maryland. 
If the state doesn’t want the 
district, a referendum would be 
held among Washington resi­ 
dents as a first step toward self- 
government.

There seems to be some confusion 
in the exact meaning of the regula­ 
tions covering the seasons, and bag 
and possession limits of geese as re­ 
leased by the State Department of 
Fish and Game. The office of Jack 
Germain, information officer of the 
DFG, has seen fit to redefine the 
1965-66 regulations, seasons and bag 
limits on geese as adopted last week 
by the F&G Commission 
“The general statewide goose 
season will open Oct. 23 and 
extend through Jan. 9.1966. Lim­ 
its on geese will be six per day. 
six in possession, including not 
less than three snow geese and 
not more than three geese of the 
dark species.” 
THAT PARAGRAPH should 
cause no misunderstanding. You 
are only allowed three geese of 
the dark species, and can fill out 
your limit of six by knocking 
over three snow geese. However 
there is no limit restrictions on

OLD PROGRAM 
From a tour of the facilities 
made recently by this writer, 
Klatte has worked to depart 
from the old program of institu­ 
tions. The tour inlcuded visits 
to men's wards, young women’s 
wards, 
and elderly 
women’s 
wards. 
The Mendocino hospital is the 
smallest of the state institu­ 
tions. Its patients are also re­ 
stricted to the mentally ill, and 
do not include the criminally 
insane, s e x u a l psychopaths, 
mentally retarded, or persons 
under 16. 
This partially may have ex­ 
plained why a look at the wards 
at Mendocino was not a depres­ 
sing experience at all. It’s no 
doubt true that the conducted 
tour may have been aimed at 
the least depressing of the many 
wards at Mendocino. 
PATIENTS FR EE 
While the tour of newsmen and 
county supervisors was staged 
for the purpose of pointing up 
Mendocino's program of attemp­ 
ting to develop more coopera­ 
tion and local services in the 
northern 
counties w h i c h 
it 
serves, the real thing which 
showed through was the Mendo­ 
cino hospital operation itself. 
Patients, for the most part, 
are free 
to move about 
the 
grounds. They furnish their own 
clothes, or the hospital furnish­ 
es them in some cases, but dress 
is individual. 
The patients, a number of 
whom appeared before the tour­ 
ing group and then accompan­ 
ied them on their tour of the 
facilities, all have opinions on 
how the hospital should be op­ 
erated. In the army we would 
have called them guard house 
lawyers. At the Mendocino hos­ 
pital, they encourage comments 
from the patients. 
In fact, the PC’s, privilege 
cards which enable patients to 
have the freedom of the grounds, 
are granted partially by a vote 
of the patients on the individual 
wards.

EDITOR’S NOTE: Sociologists 
differ on the deterioration of 
morals on the American college 
campuses. So do the students.

Coeds seeking birth control 
information or a pregnancy test 
find both available at the stu­ 
dent health centers of an in­ 
creasing number of colleges. 
They are among a growing 
group of collegians experienc­ 
ing 
something 
not 
officially 
condoned but nevertheless hap­ 
pening when sex and the stu­ 
dent mix. 
At Harvard and Radcliffe, 
visits between the sexes in stu­ 
dent residence are permitted. 
At spring vacation time and 
on weekends, collegiate couples 
can go to a motel or a stretch 
of beach. Or it may be a car 
at a drive-in movie. Students 
find 
themselves 
involved — 
by design or accident. 


“Sex drives are no higher to­ 
day than they have ever been,’’ 
a student noted. Another put it 
this way—-“Let’s be realistic— 
there are just too many things 
in college to have your mind 
preoccupied with sex.” 


OFFICIAL OPINIONS differ 
on the state of morals on the 
campus. “No sex revolution is 
sweeping the American campus 
and there’s been no decline in 
student 
morality,” 
maintains 
Dr. Nevitt Sanford, professor of 
education and psychology at 
Stanford University. 
The Rev. Arthur Kinsolving, 
rector of St. James’ Church, 
New York City, disagrees. 
“As a Christian m i n i s t e r 
standing in the Protestant tra­ 
dition . . . it seems to me that 
there can be no doubt that 
there has been a setback in sex 
morality 
on 
American 
cam­ 
puses,” Kinsolving says. 
Sanford and Kinsolving stated 
their views in the Journal of 
the National Education Assn. 


“STUDENTS WANT to work 
out their own moral code and 
want to get away from restric­ 
tions and rules established by 
an earlier generation,” says 
Werner Bundschuh, editor of the 
Boston University News. 
At B. U., students are seek­ 
ing more freedom in visiting 
hours between the sexes in dor­ 
mitories and fraternity and so­ 
rority houses. The pressure for 
such change is felt in many 
other colleges. 
W a l t e r Whittaker, student 
journalist on the West Virginia 
University paper, in a survey, | 
found that sex at that school i s • 
a fact of life.

SANFORD MADE these addi­ 
tional points: 
It appears that there has 
been no revolutionary change 
in the rates of premarital rela­ 
tions since the 1920s.

are concerned about the rapid 
breakdown of moral standards. 
Though authorities are tempted 
to sweep the evidence under the 
rug, candid revelations of con­ 
cern have come from Harvard, 
Vassar, the University of Vir­ 
ginia and many other quarters. 


The collegians who fill the 
Florida and California beaches 
at vacation time are not the 
only defiant ones. Students of 
standing flout authority, as in 
the case where male and female 
students of one university signed 
up at a university hotel- for 
rooms together, daring the ad­ 
ministration to take action. 


“INDEED, SHOULD T H E 
trend be stepped up for another 
decade,” Kinsolving said, “ it 
could spell the degeneration of 
our stock and destroy our capa­ 
city to meet the unprecedented 
challenges of leadership in our 
critical world. 


“Yet, have we not all together 
an enormous stake in recover­ 
ing in American culture a sense 
of sanity about sex. and an 
awareness of its sacredness?”

HONG KONG—While Commu­ 
nist China tries to wipe out 
superstition on the mainland, it 
still thrives among the Chinese 
in this British Crown Colony.

They worship 
their ancestors and multiple 
gods. They paint eyes on their 
boats to make them “ see.”

Motor vehicle accidents set a new 
record last year by taking the lives 
of approximately 48,000 
persons. 
This broke the previous record set in 
1963 (43,000) and if the epidemic con­ 
tinues we can expect another hike in 
1965. The blame for this mounting 
toll is the increasing number of cars 
and drivers. 
Everyone seems to know why acci­ 
dents occur except authorities on the 
subject. Most of the current i n ­ 
formation is based on police 
accident reports. These are not 
considered r e l i a b l e because 
most patrol officers cannot take 
the time to thoroughly investi­ 
gate each crash. This would in­ 
volve a survey of the entire 
scene with photographs, and a 
complete report on the condition 
of the car, nature of the injuries, 
driving conditions, sobriety, and 
discussions with the survivors 
and witnesses. It would have to 
be done in much the same way 
that civil aeronautics investiga­ 
tors examine plane crashes. 
BUT IT CAN be done. Several 
universities and medical socie­ 
ties have projects along this 
line. A Harvard group found 
that a combination of factors, 
usually 
involving 
mechanical 
failures 
caused 
by 
improper 
maintenance, 
was 
frequently 
responsible. In more than 10 
per cent there was evidence to 
suspect murder or suicide. Sus­ 
picious items include removed 
cotter pins and clamps, brake 
lines slashed through or ham­ 
mered flat. Speed law violations 
and lack of courtesy were not 
significant causes. 
Another study showed that 
more accidents happen on high 
grade roads in open country 
at 35 and fewer between 55 and 
70 miles per hour. 
Inadequate 
highway 
design 
plays a role. It is estimated 
that 8.000 lives will be saved 
when the federal interstate high­ 
way system is completed. An­ 
other 15,000 could be saved by 
wearing safety belts combined 
with shoulder straps. Reforms in 
automobile d e s i g n centering 
about improved door latches and 
the steering column also will 
be helpful.
